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ABSTRACT 

Designed to document the research activities of the 
librarians of the State of New York University (SUNY), this 
bibliography of publications has been compiled for three primary 
reasons: (1) to provide a tangible record of the depth and breadth of 
knowledge, interests, and expertise represented within their ranks; 
(2) to provide a mechanism which encourages SUNY librarians to share 
with each other their research interests and accomplishments; and (3) 
to update the last bibliography, which was compiled in 1975. It is 
noted that the bibliography—which contains more than 700 items, most 
with annotations — is based on information received from SUNY 
librarians in response to a 1987 mailing which requested citations 
for publications. The scope of the bibliography is as follows: 
encompasses publications by practicing librarians who are or were 
employed at SUNY during any time since 1975; covers a time period 
form 1975 through 1987; and includes works published by commercial or 
university presses for national, state, or regional distribution. 
Seven broad categories of materials are provided: books, chapters in 
books, ERIC documents, journal articles, non-print materials, 
reviews, and editorial responsibilities. Author and subject indexes 
are provided.

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IOTUODUCTION 



This bibliography of publications by SUNY librarians has been compiled 
for three primary reasons: 

1) to provide a tangible record, for ourselves and for the larger SUNY 
community, of the depth and breadth of knowledge, interests, and 
expertise represented within our ranks; 

2) to provida a mechanism which encourages SUNY librarians to share with 
each other their research interests and accomplishments; 

3) to update the last bibliography, which was compiled in 1975 by the 
Publications Committee of the State University of New York Librarians 
Association. 

The bibliography is based on information received from SUNY librarians in 
response to an April, 1987 mailing which requested citations for 
publications. We want to stress tliat this is a product based on these 
submissions, and should therefore be considered representative, not 
comprehensive. Not every citation has been verified, and annotations 
have been included only for those entries where the contributors supplied 
them. We would welcome corrections or additional entries for a revised 
edition, if needed, at the end of 1988. We also propose that the 
organization consider a more systematic way of tracking this information 
on an annual basis. 

The scope of the bibliography is as follows: 

1) It includes publications by practicing librarians who are or were 
employed at SUNY during any time since 1975. In general, publications 
by librarians serving as faculty members for the various graduate 
programs in library science have not been included unless the person 
also held a library position. 

2) The time period covered is from 1975 (the closing date of the last 
bibliography) through 1987. There are a small number of entries which 
have 1988 dates as as result of "in press" submissions changing to 

an "in print" status during the compilation process. 

3) Types of material accepted for inclusion are works published by 
commercial or university presses for national, state, or regional 
distribution. Unless they are available as ERIC documents, or have 
easily-retrievable OCLC records, materials produced for lonal campus 
use, such as library guides, local surveys, and newsletter articles 
have generally been excluded. 

This bibliography has not been designed to include only scholarly 
materials. Rather, it should be used as a guide to the many kinds of 
creative expression that SUNY librarians have found in practicing their 
craft.

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EXPLANATORY NOTES 



This bibliography was compiled using Pro-Cite, Version 1.3, a 
bibliographic database management program available from Personal 
Bibliographic Software, Inc. Designed by librarians, this software 
package includes a choice of punctuation styles, e.g. , Chicago, APA, MLA, 
ANSI, etc., as well as authority file and indexing capabilities. Since we 
had specified that entries be submitted in the Chicago style, we have 
attempted to stay within the spirit, if not always the letter, of those 
guidelines. In the case of joint authors, SUNY names are listed first. 
The author index at the back of the bibliography should always be used to 
find all publications by a particular author, since cross-references do 
not exist, either within or between sections. There is also a simple 
subject index at the end of the bibliography. 

Materials have been grouped into the following broad categories: 

I. BOOKS: Includes authored and edited books, dissertations, and 
miscellaneous short monographs. 



II. CHAPTERS IN BOOKS: 



Includes chapters in books and conference 
proceedings; signed articles in reference works 
such as encyclopedias and dictionaries; and 
articles in annuals and yearbooks. 



III. ERIC DOCUMENTS: 



Includes materials that have *>en assigned an ED 
number, regardless of publication type. 



IV. JOURNAL ARTICLES: 



Includes articles published in journals, as well 
as limited coverage of some newsletter articles 
when appropriate. 



V. NON-PRINT SOURCES: 



Includes a variety of formats: slides, videos, 
microform, liner notes for albums, computer 
programs . 



VI. REVIEWS: Includes notices of general book and software reviewing 

assignments, plus individual citations for article-length 
reviews more than 1 page in length. Entries in this 
category have not been included in the subject index. 

VII. EDITORIAL RESPONSIBILITES: Includes notices of responsibility for 
particular editorial assignments and special projects, 
including journals, newsletters, and on-going columns; 
abstracting responsibilities; indexing projects.
